Izvestia Hits 
Reaction Here 
To USSR Bid 


LONDON (AP)—The Soviet 
Government newspaper Izvestia 
charged Friday that Japan re- 
acted with “mock incomprehen- 
sion” to Soviet demands that it 
halt nuclear armament. 

“All sorts of excuses do not 
change the fact that the pres 
ent Japanese Government is en- 
tering upon the road of the 
country’s armament with U.S. 
nuclear weapons with growing 
openness,” Izvestia said. 

“For this reason the reaction 
of official Japanese ci to a 
new peaceful initiative set out 
in detail in the replies N. 5S. 
Khrushchev gave to Ryosuke 
Honda, director general of the 
Japan Press Service, and in the 
USSR Government's note to the 
Japanese Government of May 4 
can be described as mock in- 
comprehension.” 

The latest Soviet note reiter- 
ated demands that Japan re 
move all foreign bases from its 
territory and follow a neutral 
policy. And it demanded Japan 
immediately halt nuclear arma- 
ment. 

“The new initiative of the 
USSR Government based on 
a new analysis of the atmos 
phere now existing in the Far 
East and throughout the Pacific 
basin,” Izvestia reported.

Japan will hand Russia a note verbale in reply to the recent 
Soviet note calling on Japan to adopt a policy of neutrality, For- 
eign Minister Aiichiro Fujiyama disclosed yesterday. 

The Soviet note was delivered Monday by Soviet minister to 
Japan Sergei P. Suzdalev to Masahide Kanayama, director of 


the Buropean and African Af- 
fairs Bureau of the Foreign 

The Japanese reply is expect- 
ed to be handed by Kanayama 
to Suzdalev today or Monday at 
the latest. 


Fujiyama told the Cabinet 
yesterday that the Japanese Gov- 
ernment’s reply would counter 
the Russian demand that intro- 
duction of nuclear weapons into 
Japan be stopped by pointing 
out that the problem of great 
powers possessing nuclear 
weapons and placing other na- 
tions in danger is a far greater 
menace. 

Japan would also remind the 
Soviet Government that wheth- 
er Japan should adopt a neutral 
policy was a matter to be de- 


termined by the Japanese 
people themselves. 
The note, as disclosed by 


Fujiyama to the Cabinet, will 
add that, in the light of the 
current international situation, 
Japan has no intention of pur- 
suing a policy of neutrality. 

It would also call the atten- 
tion of the Soviet Government 
to the fact that, it is illogical 
for Russia to deal with Japan 
with the same attitude as when 
Japan surrendered uncondition- 
ally to the Soviet Union since 
diplomatic relations have been 
restored between the two coun- 
tries.

|Salmon Talks 


Cost Japan 
¥13 Million 
Every Day 


HAKODATE (Kyodo)—The 
protracted Japan-Soviet fishery 
talks in Tokyo is costing Japa 
nese salmon fishermen ¥13 mil- 
lion for each day’s delay in de 
parture of the fishing fleets for 
the northwestern Pacific. 

And this added expense will 
be felt in the nation’s house 
holds in the form of higher 
prices for salmon. 

The expense per mother ship 
is estimated at ¥500,000 a day, 
including fuel, wages to the 
crew and food expenses. An- 
other ¥50,000 to ¥60,000 for 
miscellaneous expenses, such as 
cost for family members of the 
crew who are staying in the 
port city to see them off, must 
also be considered. 

Since there are 16 mother 
ships in all—11 which have as- 
sembled in Hakodate to date 
and five others in Kushiro, To- 
kyo and other ports—the cost 
per day reaches nearly ¥9,000,- 
000 


Furthermore, 460 catcher 
boats, the same number which 
took part in salmon fishing last 
year, have already completed 
preparations. Seventy of the 
craft are in Hakodate and the 
others have assembled in Ku- 
shiro, Nemuro and Otaru. 

On the basis of ¥10,000 In ex- 
penses per catcher boat per day, 
the total expense for the boats 
is ¥4.600,000, 

Thus, the cost to Japanese 
Salmon fishermen is calculated 
at ¥15 million a day. 

Not only will such expenses 
reflect in the cost of salmon, 
but any reduction in the total 
salmon catch quota will also 
call for adjustment and com- 
pensation among the salmon 
fleets. , 

Meanwhile, the salmon fisher- 
men, with no work on hand, are 
spending their days following 
developments in the fishery 
talks in Tokyo, killing time at 
the movies, or taking part in 


sports. 
In view of the uncertain out- 
come of the yearly salmon talks, 


also feeling the effects. 

They complain that since or- 
ders were received only this 
spring (whereas in the past 
they came in the fall of the pre- 
vious year), the short time in 
making delivery is resulting in 
higher production costs.

TotalSmokingDone 
Is Cancer Factor 


NEW YORK (AP)—Another 
medical report has linked lung 
cancer to smoking. It says the 
total smoking a person does 
is the factor, not the rate at 
which he smokes. 

The new study report was 
announced Thursday by the 
U.S. Public Health Service and 

American Cancer Society. 
It covered a seven-year period 
and involved 500 lung cancer 
victims. 

Only eight of the patients 
Were non-smokers. Nineteen 
smoked cigars or pipes. 

Most of the 473 cigarette 
smokers in the group had smok- 
ed at least 9,125 packs in their 
lifetime. This averages a pack 
a day over a 25-year period, or 
two packs for 12% years. 

The survey report said: “The 
total mumber of packs smoked 

life is ‘the important 
variable, and it makes no dif- 
ference whether the total effect 
Was accumulated over a short 
or long period of time.” 

The study was made by Dr. 
Herbert L. Lombard and Dr. 
Leonid 8S. Snegireff of the Mas- 
sachusetts department of public 
health. :

He was also the first man to 
be sentenced to death under the 
section in Britain’s Homicide 
Act of 1957 framed to protect 
police officers and prison war- 
ders. 


Marwood, a scaffolder, had 
been sentenced to death for 
stabbing P.C. Raymond Sum- 
mers outside a dance hall in 
Seven Sisters Road, Holloway. 


His appeal against conviction 
was dismissed by the Court of 
Criminal Appeal on April 20. 

With the appeal dismissed, ef- 
forts to save him from the gal- 
lows continued. 


Relatives and friends coope- 
rated with two local priests 
and drew up a petition signed 
by over 15,000 people.

A consultation between the 
ship’s doctor and the Infectious 
Disease Research Institute of 
Tokyo University revealed Sano 
was suffering from the 4after- 
effects of an antihydrophobia 
shot. 

Sano began to have difficulty 
in breathing Wednesday and 
subsequently fell into a deep 
coma. 

An urgent plea to the Air Self- 
Defense Force to airlift the in- 
jection to the patient met with 
prompt response. 

The medicine, a suprarenal

body gland hormone, was at- 
tached to a parachuté and drop- 
ped near the ship. Seamen 
were able to spot the parachute 
in the midnight sea because it 
had been equipped with special 
signal lights to flash its location.

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Czechoslovakia Finds Economy, Ties 
With Japan Good on 14th Republic Day 


Ry DR. LADISLAV SIMOVIC 
Ambassador of the Czechoslovak 
Republic 

On May 9 the peoples of the 
Crechosiovak Republic cele 
brate their national holiday— 
the 14th anniversary of the 
liberation of their country. 
This is the most important 
event of their recent history 
for two reasons: first, it marks 
the end of the occupation by 
fascist and militarist Germany 
and the restoration of national 
freedom and political independ- 
ence of Czechs and Slovaks; 
second, it is the starting point 
for a better and happier life for 
the entire Czechoslovak people. 

I am very giad to be able on 
this happy occasion to convey 
through the medium of the 
press to the people of Japan 
the best wishes of the Czecho- 
slovak people. 

According to a well-establish- 
ed and generally acknowledged 
custom, every nation reviews, 
on the occasion of such an im- 
portant .anniversary, the _ re- 
sulte of ite efforts and labors 
in the most important fields of 
the national life. As regards 
Czechoslovakia, the results have 
been very pleasant and en- 
couraging not only last year, 
but over all the preceding 
years since 1945, 

Industrial production in- 
creased by 113 per cent in 
1958 and is now three times 
bigger than it was before the 
war (1937). The value of agri- 
cultural production, too, went 
up by 3.5 per cent. The volume 
of foreign trade reached $2,900 
million U.S. with an export-sur- 
plus of $200 million U.S. This 
increase, which was achieved 
mainly through further ad- 
vance in the productivity of 
labor, made possible a new, im- 
mediate rise.in the living stand- 
ard of the people. 

On March 6, a price reduction 
—the seventh since 1953—was 


the prices of goods which rep- 
resent the biggest items in the 
budget of families with several 
children, and amounting to a 
saving for consumers of 2,300 
million crowns (¥115,000 mil 
lion) per annum. 

All those improvements were 
decided upon by the Govern- 
ment after an extensive public 
discussion, which was carried 
on for many months in work- 
shops and localities and was ex- 
tensively reported and supp®rt- 
ed by the press. This points 
to the fyrther deepening and 
broadening of socialist democra- 
cy in Czechoslovakia. 

On thé basis of the above- 
mentioned achievements, Czech- 
oslovakia has been able, first 
among the peoples democracies, 
to set itself the goal to com- 
plete the construction of social- 
lem. In 1965, it will produce 
with and for its 14 million in- 
habitants (now 13,500,000, year- 
ly increase about 100,000) 113 
million tons of coals (hard coal 
and brown coal), 9,700,000 tons 
of steel, 10,700,000 tons of coke 
and 38,000 million kwh of elec 
tric energy. 

Industrial production, now 
three times higher than in 1937 
when Czechoslovakia was al- 
ready an industrially highly de- 
veloped country, will increase 
twofold in the next seven years, 
and agricultural production will 
grow by 40 per cent, with cor- 
responding increase in trans- 
port, building, etc. During this 

riod 1,200,000 new flats will 

built, thus providing every 
fourth family with new, mod- 
ern living quarters. In per 
capita production, Czechoslo- 
vakia will overtake most of the 
countries of Western Europe 
and in many branches draw 
ery or even surpass, the 

Czechoslovakia stands for un- 
conditional, immediate and per- 
manent cessation of nuclear 
weapon tests, for ‘the prohibi- 
tion of the production and use 


of such weapons and the de 
struction of their stockpiles. 

Czechoslovakia supports the 
proposal made by Soviet 
Government to conclude a — 
aggression pact between 
member states of NATO and of 
the Warsaw treaty, to reduce 
the number of foreign military 
forces stationed on the territory 
of Germany and of other Euro- 
pean countries, to separate the 
armies of the member states of 
NATO and the Warsaw pact 
from each other and to reduce 
their number as well as their 
armaments in this sensitive 
part of Europe. 

Czechoslovakia conducts her 
relations with other countries 
without d‘stinction as to their 
political or social order and 
actively develops friendly colla- 
boration im the field of politics, 
trade and culture on the basis 
of equality and mutual benefits. 
This policy has been proved to 
be beneficial and has brought 
favorable results, among others, 
in the relations between 
slovakia and Japan. 

In the course of the year 
many events have taken place 
which have deepened mutual 
understanding and brought our 
peopies closer together. The 
mutual exchange of values has 
been especially keen in the field 
of culture. The Czechoslovak 
people have been acquainted 
with the works of Ogata Korin 
and with outstanding works of 
Japanese cinema _ art. 
Charles University and Music 
Conservato in Prague have 
received e first Japanese 
students who were granted long- 
term scholarships by the Cze- 
choslovak Government. 

On the other hand, two 
Czechoslovak experts on Japan 
have been able to stay in this 
country for several months, 
Since last December, quite a few 
Czechoslovak musicians’ have 
given concerts in Japan and 
now the first Czechoslovak films 
(Invention of Destruction,

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NEW YORK STOCKS 

NEW YORK (AP)—The stock 
market declined sharply in a heavy 
trading Thursday. 

Profit-taking entered the market 
on a wide front and sent many 
speculative and high-quality issues 
lower. The market was mixed and 
active at the opening with the tick- 
er tape iate. By midmorning it 
turned lower and from ‘noon to 
the close it was sharply lower. 
It was the market's biggest loss of 
the year. 

Most losses went from a few cents 
to around $4 a share, but the range 
of losses among the space age is- 
sues—the electronics, missiles and 
rocket fuels—and other wide-mov- 
ing issues ran to around $8 a share. 

It was the turn in the space age 
issues that sent the market into 
its steep decline. They rose speéc- 
tacularly Wednesday, but lost out 
to profit-taking Thursday. The rest 
of the market followed. Utilities, 
steels, rails, motors, nonferrous me- 
tals, rubbers, chemicals, petroleums 


Of 1,241 issues traded, 922 fell; 
144 rose, and 175 were unchanged. 

The Standard and Poor 500-stock 
index dropped 73c—a big loss for 
this sensitive indicator—to $56.88. 
The Dow-Jones 30 industrials drop- 
ped $3.75 to $615.64. For a 
time this indicator was down more 
than $10. The Associated Press 
average of 60 stocks fell $2.90 to 
$224 with the industrials down $4.40, 
the rails down $2.10 and the utilities 
down $1. It was the sharpest fall 
in the AP average since last Nov. 
24 when it fell $5.20. Based on the 
fall in the AP average the quoted 
value of all stocks listed on the New 
York Stock Exchange lost an esti- 
mated $3,700 million. 

Volume totaled 4,530,000 shares 
compared with 4,110,000 shares 
traded Wednesday. The volume 
was the largest since about the 
same total was traded March 18. 

The sharp drop was a long over- 
due “correction” in the ~ opinion 
of Wall Street analysts. “it's a 
healthy thing.” said one veteran 
trader, “but it doesn't necessarily 
mean the bull market has come to 
an end.” Wall Street sources said 
the recent boom in space-age stocks 
had little substance behind fi. Said 
one broker: “it was based mainly 
on psychology, hope for the future, 
and hot air.” . 

As the recent big gainers lost. 
ground they touched off many 
“stop loss” orders, thus accelerat- 
ing the market's drop. The ticker 
tape ran late on three Occasions 
— was tardy for 43 minutes all 
told. 

Thiokol, the week’s most active 
issue, dropped 7% points of the 
18%, it had gained in the three 
previous sessions. Eight of the 15 
most active stocks fell, six rose and 
one was unchanged, Sperry Rand. 

Thiokol closed at 64% on volume 
of 185,100 shares. d most 
active was Crown Cork, up 1% at 
3344 on 112,800 shares.

Reparations 


Foreign Minister Fujiyama is to leave for Saigon in a 
few days to sign a reparations agreement and coghate docu- 


ments with South Vietnam. 


With the signature of this 


agreement, Japan’s obligations to pay compensation for 


war damage under the 


San Francisco Peace Treaty will 


have been completed, a matter of much satisfaction to all 
concerned. 


The agreement itself calls for payment by Japan of $39 
million in pure reparations and $16,600,000 in loans in- 
cluding $9,100,000 in economic cooperation. Consequently 
the ‘total amount payable by this country is very different 


from that demanded in the 


early stages of the negotia- 


tions by South Vietnam which at one time sought as much 


as $1,000 million. 


Among the projects to be undertaken, apart from the 
reparations payments, are a power plant and a urea 
plant, both likely to be of great value in the development 
of Vietnamese economy. With the general agreement goes 
a joint declaration calling for closer economic cooperation 
between the two countries. This declaration is understood 
to go some way toward meeting Japan’s request for most- 
favorednation treatment at Vietnamese hands. 

It is the Intention of the Foreign Minister to visit 
Cambodia and Laos, other Indo-Chinese countries, after the 
signing of the agreement with South Vietnam, and we 
hope as a result of his tour that improved relations between 
Japan and this part of Southeast Asia will be cemented. . 

Although the reparations agreements, now completed, 
impose a considerable financial burden on this country’s 

, it has already been revealed that the money 
involved is not all loss. Indeed, the necessity of -paying 
reparations, and the methods adopted to that end, have 
given a fillip to Japanese trade and industry which might 


otherwise have been wanting. 


Efforts have been made 


to see that reparations are 


advantageously used by the recipients, and in the case of 
South Vietnam, as in other instances, a reparations mission 


will be established in Tokyo.

Use of Outer Space 
Ambassador Koto Matsudaira, Japan’s permanent rep- 
resentative to the United Nations, has been unanimously 
elected chairman of the Committee on Peaceful Uses of 


Outer Space. 


This committee is to make a survey of the situation as 
it appears at present and report to the General Assembly 
by the end of July. Soviet Russia and four other countries 
boycotted the opening meeting of the committee, but the 
British and Swedish representatives expressed the 
that they would join in the committee’s work later. 

. The idea behind the committee’s program is world-wide 
cooperation in developing the use of outer space for purely 
peaceful. erids because, as U.S. Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge put it, “when we go about the business of exploring 
the universe the rivalries of men and nations look petty and 
ridiculous.” Mr. Lodge might have added that they could 
be dangerous, too, for there has already been too much 
talk about the possibilities of “space stations” as a factor 


in modern warfare. 


Only a few years ago it would have seemed fantastic 
that an international conference should be discussing the 
use of outer space. But progress has been so rapid that this 


is far from the case today. 


Dr. Hugh L. Dryden, deputy director of the -U.S. Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space Agency, told the United Na-

tons can be placed in orbit, it might be possible to build 
new types of vehicles and propulsion systems of a com- 
pletely different character to be assembled and launched 
from a satellite for operation wholly in outer space.

lieves exploration of the moon will be feasible within a few 
decades and later he foresees expeditions to Mars and Venus 
and eventually “to the bounds of the solar system.” If mat- 
ters proceed as rapidly as Dr. Dryden envisages, it is ob- 
vious that great changes in the world as we know it today . 
are likely to occur and everything points to the advisability 
of international controls at an early stage. So vast a future 
opens up before us that no one individual can see clearly

space, when conquered by man, must be utilized for the 
benefit of all who dwell on earth and not just for one or 
two particular sections of humanity.

Fast Clip to Osaka 


National Railways Undertake Gigantic Construction of Superspeed Line 


A , bespectacied 
man in a biack suit struck his 
wooden hoe into a heap of sand 
about three feet high. The 
ceremonial ground breaking 
itself was nothing unusual but 
the scene requires some ex- 
planation as to the man and 
the place. 

The was at the en 
trante to the New Tanna 
Tunnel near Atami, which the 
Japanese Government in 1941 
undertook to dig but later gave 
up for other more pressing war- 
time projects. 

The man was none other than 
Shinji Sogo, president of the 
Japan National Railways Cor- 
poration, which daily operates 
about 20,000 trains throughout 
Japan, the total mileage equal 
ing three times the moon’s dis- 
tance from the earth. Sogo be 
came 75 six days earlier. 


In the hushed moment, as 
Sogo struck his ceremonial hoe, 
white paper pendants of the 
Shinto altar in front of the 
tunnel rustled in the breeze. 
The Transportation Minister, 
the mayor of Atami and some 
80 other officials looked on 
silently. 


The National Railways thus 
started its work on the new 
superspeed Tokaido line to link 
Tokyo and Osaka in three hours, 
just about the same length of 
time commercial airliners now 
uire including the trips to 

from the airport, 

Unexpected Incident 

The work is expected to be 
finished in five years with a 
total outlay of 172,500 million. 
This includes the digging of the 
New Tanna Tunnel, which is 
to become the third longest in 
this country. The first train 
will streak over the route in the 
spring of 1964.

For they suspected 
the party leaders as planning 
to replace Sogo with a lesser 
personality so that they could 
enrich the party coffer through 
manipulation of contracts for 
the ¥172,500-million railway 
line. 

At any rate, Sogo himself is 
a man whose honesty is beyond 
question. And the press liked 
this intractable old man and 
tried to defend him. On this 

itive side, the press may be 
the right. 

When the Prime Minister 
named Yuzo Shigemune, Up- 

r House member, to succeed 

agano, Shigemune expressed 
himself to the press in 
favor of Sogo’s_ retention. 
But there is always the 
same complexity of politics, 
which disappointed Nagano late 
last month. The appointment 
of the next National Railway 
president is expected to be made 
around May 19, when Sogo’s 
term of office expires. 

This episode, whatever its 
final outcome may be, clearly 
shows the magnitude of respon- 
sibility weighing upon the new 
president to be chosen.

Japanese Births Decline 


During the Bay decade, Japan 
experienced the sharpest birth- 
rate decline ever recorded in a 
major nation: from 34.3 in 1947 
to 17.2 in 1957. Birth rates now 
appear to be leveling off, ‘but 
population will continue to in- 
crease until 1980 when the 
aging of the population will 
check growth, 

Today, 55 per cent of the peo- 
ple in the world live in Asia, 
excluding the USSR. By 2000, 
three out of every five will live 
there. — t sort of problems 
do these res pose?

The situation as ‘regards 
housing, it says, is especially 
serious from a social point of 
view.

The United States will use its 
best efforts in seeking a solu- 
tion to the problem of. divided 
Germany. e are convinced 
that as long as Germany re- 
mains 
Europe will continue to be 
threatened. And twice in this 
century we have seen that when 
major war comes to Europe it 
comes to all the world. In the

The division of Germany 
creates an unnatural situation. 
Millions of Germans are separat- 
ed from relatives, friends, busi- 
ness aud working associates and 
fellow countrymen by this arti- 
ficial division. One-fourth of all 
Germans are subjected to a rule 
not of their choice, imposed by 
foreigners. Three million Ger- 
mans have fied from that alien 
tyranny to the West. History 
gives us this lesson: mankind 
will never give up its struggle 
against inhumanity and injus- 
tice. 


Fears have been entertained 
that a reunited Germany would 
be a threat to peace. Provided 
German reunification is integrat- 
ed with European security meas- 
ures, as We shall propose at 
Genevz, the contrary is true.

The eyes of the world are 
bound to be focused on a meet- 
ing of the heads of government. 
It would be unfair to all 
eo to. risk shattering their 

opes and expectations by en- 
gaging in summit talks under 
conditions likely to produce fail- 
ure. 

One fact must be faced 
squarely. Fear and appease- 
ment will not in the long run 
reduce the danger of war. Only 
courage and a firm stand on 
our rights and principles can do 
this. Once the Communist 
rulers soberly realize the depth 
of our solemn Berlin . commit- 
ment, we believe they will re- 
frain from putting to trial by 
force the present right and ob- 
ligation of the Western Powers 
to preserve the freedom of the 
people of West. Berlin. 

If the dangerous tensions 
over Berlin are eventually re- 
lieved, let us hope the Soviets 
will realize more clearly that 
they and the Free World now 
have a primary interest in com- 
mon—to avoid war. If so, per- 
haps the. Soviets will see the 
wisdom of not again kindling a 
crisis, such as Berlin, from 
which war could conceivably 
quickly break out. 

The Geneva talks must be 
viewed in the perspective of 
a problems and poli- 
cies. 

In a world of change and 
growth, many ferments are at 
work: Nationalism, anticolonial- 
ism, the yearning of the des- 
titute for a fuller life. We must 
try better to understand these 
forces and to influence inevita- 
ble change along peaceful evo- 
lutionary courses. 

Amazing new material forces 
are shrinking our world. Inter- 
national problems are becoming 
community problems in which 
all peoples have a stake. © 

The Communists have won 
successes in exploiting the cur- 
rents of change for their own 
revolutionary purposes. But 
lately there has developed 
among many peoples a fresh 
understanding of the real pur- 
poses of Communist imperial- 
ism. The Red tide that threa- 
tens Iraq is bringing home to 
the Arab peoples the Kremlin's 
designs on the Middle East. 
The ruthless Soviet repression 
of the Hungarian revolt showed 
what the Soviets mean when 
they profess no interference in 
the internal affairs of other 
countries. And now the tragic 
events in Tibet have dramatized 
in blood the clear and present 
Chinese Communist threat to al? 
free Asians. 

In our struggle for the future 
of mankind, America seeks 
peace by outlawing the aggres- 
sive use of force and by grad- 
ually establishing international 
customs and institutions which 
will make for peace. It tries to 

romote human dignity and 
reedom. And.America encour- 
ages economic development, be- 
cause peace can only be main- 
tained if there is continuing 
prospect for increasing human 
welfare. , 

The most pressing problem, of 
course, is that of peace. In a 
world which is rapidly exploit- 
ing nuclear-energy and thrust- 
ing into outer space, the main- 
tenance of peace acre Sg na- 
tions is more urgent ever 
before in history. 

Peace is not a static condition. 
As President Eisenliower has 
said, “The peace we seek is a 
creative and dynamic state of 
flourishing institutions, of pros- 
perous economies, of deeper 
spiritual insight for all nations 
and all men... we are ina 
fast-running current of the 
great stream of history. Heroic 
efforts will long be needed to 
steer the world toward true 
peace.” 

Beyond the Boe goryp crisis 
looms a long period of competi- 
tion between the Free World and 
the Communist .bloc. If the 
Communists have the faith they 
profess in their system, they 
should not oppose open and fair 
competition with the free lands. 
We welcome such competition.
